In this age, in thlB country 
and to this people it were superfluous 
to argUe the im portance of schools. 
T hat tliey are, in very truth, the “ bul­ 
w ark of our liberties” is no longer a 
question. The great statesm an's dec­ 
laration, that “ the destruction of our 
free institutions, if it ever comes, will 
come from the ignorance of the m ass­ 
es,” has its opposite, equally true: If 
the glory of our great Republic ever 
reaches its acmé it m ust be through 
the intelligenue of its people. 
The in­ 
fluence of education upon individuals, 
com m unities ami nations is too appar­ 
ent to require proof or illustration. 
It 
Is w ritten so plainly that “ he who 
runs may read.” 
W hether one goes 
to history or opens his eyes and looks 
about him . The evidences are clear 
aud convincing. 
It is dem onstrated 
th at the educated m an makes a better 
citizen, a better m echanic, farmer, 
sailor, soldier, even, than the ignorant 
cue. 
It is an exploded theory th at the 
best soldier is the m an who knows 
ju st enough aud only enough to under­ 
stand and obey orders. 
W hen an in­ 
telligent stranger goes to a new place 
with a view to 
m aking a home, 
about the flrst thing he looks to is the 
subject of churches and schools; aud 
lie naturally forms his opinions as to 
the prosperity of these largely from 
the buildings belougiug thereto. Now 
it m ust be adm itted th at at this tim e 
the new-comer to Ijos Angeles would 
not be likely to receive a very favor­ 
able 
impression 
in 
this respect; 
coining, 
as 
m any 
of 
them 
do, 
from 
E astern 
towns, 
the 
elegance of whose school and church 
buildings is a m atter of pride and has, 
perhaps, given 
them 
extravagant 
ideas on the subject. 
The very uo- 
ticeable deficiency w ith respect to our 
church buildings is beiug rapidly rem ­ 
edied. The present season is lo w it­ 
ness the com pletion of three or four— 
ail larger aud better thau any that 
now stand. This is good; it is just as 
it ought to be. 
It will help Los An­ 
geles more than 
three tim es the 
am ount spent upon business or dwell­ 
ing houses. 
But the im provem ent 
m ust be equaled aud supplem ented in 
the way of school buildings. 
Outside 
of our High-school building, there is 
nothing to aw aken any considerable 
degree of pride in our citizens or 
adm iration in the stranger. That, in­ 
deed, is an honor to our city; but it 
cannot accom m odate more than 20 
per cent, of the present num ber of 
school children, and that num ber is 
rapidly increasing. 
If, then, the $10,­ 
000 tax could be voted w ithout a dis­ 
senting ballot, it would speak more 
loudly for the intelligence of our peo­ 
ple, than any other one act could do. 
It will be an investm ent, the com­ 
pounding of 
whose interest beats 
even the figures of a life insurance 
agent. 
A bonanza more real, solid 
and enduring than Consolidated V ir­ 
ginia and California. 


Progressive Theology. 


To change theolgy does not imply a 
change in God. 
From the im m uta­ 
bility of God the oareless thinker is 
apt to conclude th a t theology is a sta­ 
tionary science — unalterably flxed. 
This has ever been the m istake of the 
churches. 
The egotistic Pharisee de­ 
clared that “ we have M oses’ law, but 
as to this fellow, we know uot from 
whence he is.” 
This fatal m istake 
has caused more bloodshed and trou­ 
ble in the world than any other one 
thing in the history of m an. 
To 
tbange theology does not im ply 
change or any variation of natural 
relations. 
It sim ply im plies a better 
knowledge of God; a clearer percep­ 
tion of relations and fuller acquaint­ 
ance with truth, 
We acknowledge 
th at all change is not reform, and that 
when men start w ith different aim s, 
conflicts arise which im pair the spec­ 
ulative intellect and lead to confusion, 
which destroys all theology. 
“ God is 
« ep irit,” «ml any inquiry concerning 
him m ust he conducted on the same 
principle as inquiry upon all other 
subjects; elem ents adapted to the sub­ 
ject m ust be applied. Only as we be­ 
come spiritual can we understand 
God. 
The word of God is really no 
revelation to us, unless we have spir 
itual feeling. 
W ithout this feeling it 
am ounts to nothing more than the 
history of a revelation. 
Theology is 
not peculiar ih this; for w ithout ex­ 
perience, mere term s of 
language 
never reveal anything to the mind. 
W ith our bodily senses we can learn 
something of the physical 
world; 
but 
we 
could 
learn 
nothing 
without them . 
Then why should it 
be considered possible to learn any­ 
thing of the spiritual world w ithout 
spiritual «enees. 
On this platform 
theology m ust lay its basis of experi­ 
m ent in divine things. 
The Divine 
word can only be seen in spiritual 
light. The method employed tiy tinb- 
nlogMw.* of building 011 the literal 
sense of « t a t u r e is the great, the 
radical, m istake, 
/'tils sense may be 
used to confirm thepipgy, fyjt in usiug 
it there is alw ays more of tpau 
pf 
God introduced into the system. Hqc^t 
teachers exalt them selves while they 
lose God. They cun establish relig­ 
ious organizations ,to sustain their 
work, which is uothing but ¿he HJib- 


stitution of the hum an in place of the 
Divine m ethod of salvation. 
As we 
love the good in all the churches, wé 
are sorry to bring 
an accusation 
against th e m anner of their establish­ 
m ent. 
It Is this human elem ent that 
enters Into their theories which teach 
them how to hate, but not how to 
save, each other. 
A system of the­ 
ology formed as experience advances, 
is w hat the world needs, and not to 
be in too great a hurry to complete it. 
Lay a good foundation and let it grow. 
Mr. A n e slk y began the establish­ 
m ent of a system upon the true prin­ 
ciple. 
“ Ex peri m ental 
Godliness ” 
was his motto. 
He was guided solely 
by experience, and would not hesitate 
to change his*y«/ew»at any time when 
experience tuuglit him a better way. 
As soon as lie passod away it fell into 
other hands, who dressed it up and 
called it finis. 
No room for future 
grow th. 
If the bed is so short that a 
m an cannot strelcb him self on it, lie 
is throw n out of it and rests on the 
floor. 
It never occurs to the churches 
th a t the bed can be enlarged. 
And 
there is, in their estim ation, no room 
for any im provem ent; the work is 
complete. 
God lias not ceased to 
rp o a k , but p o u rs h is s p irit upon his 
children w ithout measure, and if they 
will subm it to be guided by it, their 
faith will open to them an iueffable 
field of glorious experience. 


War Clouds. 


No one can predict with any cer­ 
tainty how the Rio Grande troubles 
will term inate. The conduct of the 
M exican raiders is inexplicable upon 
any o tb er hypothesis than tliai it is a 
put-up job to inaugurate a war be- 
tbe United .States aud Mexico. 
H av­ 
ing spent twenty-five years in W est­ 
ern Texas, we are well acquainted with 
the m anner in which the Mexicans us­ 
ually conduct their thieving raids. The 
country is spars-dy settled on the Tex­ 
as aide fo ra hundred miles along tiie 
line, except at Brownsville. 
The 
country is only fit for grazing, and 110 
one occupies it but stockraisers. The 
M exicans being well acquainted with 
the country, slip stealthily in between 
tiie settlem ents, secretly inspect the 
stock on the different ranchos, and 
when satisfied where they can m ake 
the best strike, they lay their plans. 
If they wish to rob more than one 
rancho, they divide their force, with 
the understanding th a t they meet at 
a certain point 
They then emerge 
from their hiding-place as suddenly as 
if they ha*’ dropped from the clouds, 
herd the cattle or horses, and drive 
with all possible haste across the river. 
But when we read a dispatch that two 
com panies of Federal soldiers are (ly­ 
ing before the M exican invaders, it 
smack* more of w ar 
than 
theft, 
There is som ething serious in It. 
It 
looks like acam paign had been opened. 
The last news we received from there 
is to the effect th at the town of Cor­ 
pus Christi, which lias a population of 
three thousand, was beleaguered by 
M exican robbers. 
All the citizens 
were under arms, and business sus­ 
pended. 
Two compunies of Federal 
troops hud encountered them and been 
put to flight. 
W e do not know liow 
this looks to the inhabitants of W ash­ 
ington, hut to read it in a California 
paper it has the sound of the fife and 
drum in it. The authorities at W ash­ 
ington seem to take but little notice of 
it. The whole affair is wrapped in 
m ystery. It may be a preconcerted 
plan between parties belonging to 
botli governments, looking to a slice 
of M exican territory as a final settle­ 
m ent. 
If so, it is one of the m any 
G overnm ent nefata which we abom ­ 
inate. 


FI«M With a Grizzly. 


The Anabeiui Gazette says a terrific 
com bat took place on Monday, be­ 
tween W . Carter and Jonathan W at­ 
son, on the one side, and u noted bear 
known as “ W hite Face,” which has 
long been the scqprge and terror of 
the Santiago m ountains, which re­ 
sulted in serious, though not fatal, in­ 
juries to Carter, and the death of his 
bearship. The gentlem en were trav­ 
eling through the m ountains in search 
of pasture for their flocks, when they 
suddenly came upon the huge grizzly, 
w hich im mediately attacked Carter, 
knocking him down before he could 
draw and cock his pistol.

C h i c a g o , April 7th.—A W ashington 
special gives the following details of 
the frauds in the contract bureau of 
tiio i’ostollice Departm ent. 
The de­ 
tection was effected by a clerk in tiie 
office of the Second A ssistant Post­ 
m aster General, who lias charge of tiie 
A rkansas and Texas routes. 
Kettle, 
who is Lire chief conspirator, lias suc­ 
ceeded in obtaining sixty contracts for 
carrying mail in Texas, and lias been 
so successful in corrupting clerks 
in the departm ent that he became 
bold and assumed that all the clerks 
were corrupt and that they all could 
lie used for his purposes. The lettings 
in which frauds occurred commence 
on the 1st of next July. 
Those for 
Texas liad been awarded. 
Of these, 
K ettle and a man named Truupljii. of 
M ichigan, succeeded by fraud in ob­ 
taining sixty. 
tfneo lira god oy his 
success In the Texas route, lie 
ap­ 
proached tickles, the c l^ k , and ex­ 
acting a pledge of secresy, informed 
him th at lie wanted his aid for the 
A rkansas routes, and wanted Sickles 
to inform him what the am ounts of 
the lowest bidders were for certain 
routes which he described. 
Kettles at 
the sum e time promising Sickles a 
liberal reward if lie would render him 
that service. 
Sickles declined, and 
told K ettle that if lie attem pted any 
fraud in respect to tho A rkansas routes 
he would expose his rascality. 
Ket­ 
tles, however, succeeded in entering 
his bid clandestinely after the opening 
of tiie bids for the A rkansas routes. 
These bids not appearing when the 
exam ination was mudo, K ettle com­ 
plained to Judge W iltshire, who re­ 
ports for Arkansas, that lie had put in 
several bids which had not appeared. 
W iltshire thereupon com plained to 
the Assisstaut Postm aster-G eneral. 
In looking over the bids, K ettles’ bid 
could not be found. 
Slater, a clerk, 
who was m aking the research was 
then informed by Sickles, in confi­ 
dence, of K ettle’s overtures, and that 
In confidence, lie had throw n out 
K ettle’s hid. 
This was reported to 
the Postm aster-General 
and rested 
until Tyner became Second-Assistant 
Postmaster - Genera). 
Three weeks 
ago the Postmaster-General received a 
letter saying that frauds were being 
com m itted aud 
th at a counterfeit 
stam p of the D epartm ent was being 
used; that by a connivance of clerks, 
the figures of the lowest bids were ob­ 
tained by outsiders; th a t by means of 
counterfeited stamps, bids could be 
slipped in which never came before 
the officers. Tyner’s suspicions were 
aroused and he im m ediately began 
an exam ination of K etttle’s bids. 
The murks on bids did not seem to be 
entirely regular, and the official stam p 
was subm itted to the Treasury ex­ 
perts, who pronounced it genuine. 
The Postofliee D epartm ent was not 
satisfied. Special agents were charged 
with the case. 
Baltim ore engravers 
were visited and a clue was found 
which led a W ashington engraver, 
Lutz, to confess that he made the 
counterfeit for three men. 
Those 
three men afterward proved to ’ 
K ettles, the contractor, and Cha 
and Ratherothe, employees of the 
partm ent,

A stranger, who rejoices in the pos- 
Hessiou of tbe "sweet German accent," 
came over from the salt works yester­ 
day to Wilmington. • Some one asked 
him if the wind blew hard up there 
lust Monday and Tuesday, when he 
replied, "P® vind plows all de sant 
avay, and den it shoost make de graf- 
fel fly like de tefltl!” 
The shipments at this point at the 
firesent time are immense. 
W e etrol- 
ed over the wharf and through the 
new wareiiouse last Sunday, when it 
seemed to us that the freight awaiting 
shipment occupied all the available 
space. 
On the wharf we saw a huge 
pile of boxes filled with orauges; near 
by Were a large number of pipes of 
wine; while the warehouse was full of 
green hides, corn in the sack, and 
wool both in the sack and bales. H alf 
a dozen steamers could now be loaded 
to their full capacity, 


Tbe manner in which the railroad 
company put things through has been 
well illustrated in the building of the 
new wharf. Firt came the pile-driv­ 
ers; then followed the men arranging 
the prpss-beams, with the workmen 
laying the flooring close at their heels, 
who in turn were crowded by the 
track-layers placing the iron for the 
cars, while tbe carpenters kept well 
up with the building of tbe necessary 
offices and the immense warehouse, 
which were partly occupied before 
they were finished,

a variety of work, and so much of it, 
performed in such a limited space, 
and in so short a time, by the same
